_New York—(NC)—There are 27,766,141 Catholics in the United States, Alaska and 
Hawaii, according to statistics published in the 1950 edition of the Official Catholic Direc- 
tory, published here by P. J. Kenedy & Sons. 

The Catholic population total represents an increase of 1,047,798 Catholics over the 
survey made a year ago, the publishing firm anounced. Twenty-three archdioceses reported 
an increase of 469,587 Catholics and 103 dioceses reported an increase of 578,211. 


Archdioceses with a Catholic 
population of more than 1,000,000 


are Chicago (1,691,681): Boston 
(1,302,985); New York (1.260,328); 
Philadelphia (1,058,058), and New- 
ark (1,028,951). Brooklyn continues 
as the largest diocese with a Cath- 
olic population of 1,249,197, while 
the Pittsburgh diocese is second 
— a Catholic population of 805,- 
699. 

The Directory lists the largest 
number of members of the Hier- 
archy in the history of the Church 
in the United States—four Car- 
dinals, 21 Archbishops and 157 
Bishops.

ber of clergy in the country brings 
the total of priests to 42,970, the 
largest ever recorded. Others in 
religious life include 7,377 Broth- 
ers and 147,310 Sisters, an increase 
of 5,779 over those in religious life 
a year ago. 


The Directory reports § 14,501 
parishes in the United States, an 
increase of 224 over the number 
a year ago, as well as 791 parishes 
without resident clergy, a decrease 
of 44. In addition, the Directory 
lists 6,215 chapels; 4,927 missions, 
and 1,699 stations where Mass is 
offered regularly.

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In the field of Catholi# educa- 
tion, including children attendin 
part-time instruction classes an 
those in orphanages and other in- 
stitutions, the Directory estimates 
there are 4,750,956 under Catholic 
instruction. The breakdown: Cath- 
olic universities and colleges, a 
total enrollment of 252,727, an in- 
crease of 12,679; parish and dio- 
cesan high schools, 324,398, an in- 
crease of 4,799; private high 
schools, 195,480, an increase of 
6,355; elementary parish schools, 
2,477,741, an increase of 126,137; 
private elementary schools 82,885, 
a decrease of 761; protective insti- 
tutions, 14,794, a decrease of 178; 
public school children attending re-

Hospitals Impressive 


Eight new institutions bring the 
total of Catholic general hospitals 
to 739, while bed capacities have 
been increased by 1,066 to. present 
facilities for 96,349 patients. The 
number of special hospitals con- 
tinues at 110, but added facilities 
now accommodate 8,178 patients or 
457 more beds than the year be- 
fore. In relation to the Catholic 
population of 27,766,141, it is evi- 
dent that the impressive total of 
4,622,931 patients treated in. Cath- 
olic hospitals during 1949 includes 
a large number of others than 
Catholics and indicates an increase 
of 255,917 more patients having 
beeri served than in the previous 
year. 


For the first time in four years, 
the decreasing trend in the number 
of student nurses has been re- 
versed; current enrollments of 
30,211 students in 867 Catholic 
training schools for nurses repre- 
sent an increase of 1,896 within the 
past year, compared to the war- 
time record tota] of 39,997 student 
nurses in 1946. Homes for inva- 
lids and the aged now number 254, 
an increase of ten, caring for 22,- 
332 indigent poor, or 315 more than 
in 1949. 


Conversions Steady 


For the fourth year in succes- 
sion, the number of converts en- 
tering the Catholic Church in one 
year exceeded 100,000. Adult bap- 
tisms numbered 119,173, which is 
2,043 greater than during the pre- 
ceeding year, while the number of 
infant Baptisms, 943,443, shows an 
increase of 6,235 for thé year 1949. 
Marriages recorded are 338,512, a 
decrease of 34,679 or 9.3 per cent; 
during the same period 271,058 
Catholics died in the U. S., 847 less

Citing his anxiety that “a false

Unique Education 
Program To Be 


Tried At N.D. 


Notre Dame, Ind—A new and 
unique program of general educa- 
tion, designed to answer the need 
for a basic and general education 
on the college level, will be in- 
augurated in September at the 
University of Notre Dame, it was 
announced by the Rev. John J. Cav- 
anaugh, C.S.C., President of Notre 
Dame. 


The new Notre Dame program, 
entitled the General Program of 
Liberal Education, is built around 
the master works of Western Civ- 
ilization—the great books from the 
ancient Greeks to the moderns— 


and around the technique of teach- 
ing through discussion. The pro- 
gram is organized an as independ- 
ent and complete four year course 
within the College of Arts and 
Letters, and leads to the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts. 


Reading and discussion of the 
books in small classes is designed 
to acquaint the student with the 
methods and accomplishments of 
the basic subject matters. Because 
of the close personal relation be- 
tween student and teacher, little 
emphasis will be placed upon 
grades or marks. The program for 
the first year will be limited to 
sixty students, who will be under 
the supervision of five faculty 
members. Students for the first 
year of the new program will be 
selected from members of tha 1950 
freshman class, who are being ask- 
ed in advance to indicate their 
preference for the program.

The United States Government 
was not founded -in Washington. 
It functioned in New York and 
Philadelphia before it even moved 
to Washington. But every one 
knows that the government in 
Washington is the successor of the 
original government which was es- 
tablished by the Founding Fathers, 
to which the Constitution of the 
United States refers. 


One might take up every ques- 
tion in a similar manner, but we 
certainly would not have space 
to answer one hundred questions 
except over a long period of time. 
In fact we prefer not to answer the 
questions of our professional ene- 
miés, since they are not open to 
conviction. Weare ready to ans- 
wer any question submitted by 
people in good faith. 


The Other Side 


We could easily prepare a pam- 
hlet with the reverse title: “Is 
rotestantism in the Bible?” and 
the subhead “One Hundred Ques- 
tions which Protestants Cannot 
Answer.” They would have an 
awful difficulty answering ques- 
tions gathered from the Bible 
which would convince anyone who 
was not already a believer in the 
Bible. The unbeliever would want 
to know the authenticity of that 
book, the genuineness of it, the in- 
spiration of it. But his questions 
could be answered only by the 
Catholic Church, which first pro- 
nounced on the authenticity and 
the genuineness and the inspira- 
tion of the Bible. 


No Protestant ever saw the Bible 
until 1,100 years after the Catholic 
Church had made its pronounce- 
ment. They took it without debate, 
without any question, which means 
that Protestantism is based on the 
infallibility of the Catholic Church 
— if it declares that it is based on 
the Bible. The Bible authority, 
as St Augustine remarked, would 
not mean anything without the 
authority which backed it when it 
was first given to the world. 


Without any proof the author 
of the pamphlet, which you sent 
us, on page 19, makes unfounded 
statements. He says, for instance, 
“Prayers for the dead had their 
origin in the year 300.” They had 
their origin in the Jewish Church, 
and inscriptions in the Catacombs 
show that the first Christians of-

The sign of the cross also goes 
back to the first century.

Not one of the first ten things 
he mentions is necessary for any 
Catholic to practice. en the 
author says the Mass was started 
in the eleventh century and tran- 
substantiation of the wafer in the 
thirteenth, he not ej shows that 
he is most ignorant of history, but 
he contradicts himself. If the Mass 
dates to the eleventh century, so 
also must the transubstantiation 
of the wafer, because it is in the 
Mass that that takes place. 


The author identifies the promul- 
gation of doctrines of the Church 
as the invention of those doctrines, 
such as auricular confession, Com- 
munion under one kind, the Im- 
maculate Conception and Infallibil- 
ity. There is no need of the Church 
pronouncing on a doctrine when all 
Christians accept it. It is only 
when a denial is widely circulated 
that the Church takes notice of 
it, and promulgates what the doc- 
trine is, usually with her definition. 

Such literature as you have sent 
us can have no weight whatsoever 
except with the ignorant, or those 
who were reared in deep prejudice, 
which beclouds their thinking. 
The Church is actually helped rath- 
er than injured by the circulation 
of such pamphlets.

trend towards skepticism in mat- 
ters relating to religion, and to- 
wards Socialism and Communism 
in relation to government, it is 
important that Fundamentalists 
dissent and try to strike a healthier 
balance. 


A reader sent the following item 
from Cleveland: “The Methodist 
Council of Bishops meeting here 
voted April 21 to deny the use of 
the title Methodist to the ‘Metho- 
dist Federation for Social Action,’ 
which was described as sympathe- 
tic to Communist views In an ar- 
ticle ‘Methodism’s Pink Fringe’ in 
last February’s issue of the Read- 
er’s Digest.” 


Opposing Groups 


About the same time the “Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals” 
met in Indiana for its eighth an- 
nual convention. It got after the 
POAU for its activities in sup- 
port of the removal of all religious 
instruction from education. It even 
commended John T. Flynn’s book 
“The Road Ahead,’ which officers 
of the Federal Council of Church- 
es believed was unfair in its treat- 
ment of that Council. 


The “Methodist Federation for 
Social Service” had a very strong 
clerical membership a few years 
ago. Rev. Harry Ward, its Presi- 
dent, claimed the support of 2,000 
Methodist ministers in his work. 
This Harry Ward was also con- 
nected with a number of very 
strong left-wing organizations, 
such as the “American League 
Against War and Fascism.” 


He and a former head of the 
Federal Council of Churches, Bis-| 
hop Francis J. McConnell, were 
praised in the November, 1936, 
number of Soviet Russia Today, a 
Communist publication, and Dr. 
Rembert G. Smith, of Pryor, Ok- 
lahoma, formerly connected with 
the Emery Methodist College, ac- 
cused four Bishops of his Church 
of heading a Socialist Bloc. One of 
these was Francis McConnell and 
another the gentleman who pre- 
tends to speak for Protestantism 
today, G. Bromley Oxnam. 

We mention these things not to 
express our own sentiments, but 
rather to point out that when an 
individual or a group pretends to 
speak for Protestantism, he is 
likely to be denounced by another 
individual or another group of 
equally strong Protestant connec- 
tions.

If the “Bible way” were Christ’s

found way. Most le in 
the world today could not find the 
way because nearly half of them 
cannot yet read. Little children 
would have to be instructed by 
others because they cannot read the 
Bible; but if they are instructed 
+ others they do not receive their 
ideas from “private ju ent,” 
nor do they get their religion by 
reading the Bible.

It 
throws a mob of us headlong into 
vacation; and it sets back the hour 
that we usually go to bed. It starts 
a run on lime-ades at the drug- 
store around the corner from the 
office.

He is more 
to you than a word in a sermon, 
I’m sure of that. And Christ? Your 
heart, your real, deep down heart 
wants to love Him. And Our Lady? 
If you could answer without any- 
one’s hearing, you would say that 
your life’s ambition is to have a 
heart that beats with rhythms like 
hers, wouldn’t you? 

All ie then: Lead with your 
heart. o matter what the sea- 
son, what the month, what the day, 
or what the hour, for the love of 
God do what in your heart you 
really want to do. In your heart 
you want to live a sinless life — 
even more than that, a holy life— 
so live by your heart.

any report of it was unworthy of 
belief. Christianity, I was prepared 
to admit, because of. its long syn- 
cretistic history and the enormous 
span of the Church’s recorded ex- 
perience, might symbolize in a 
mystic way some deep truths, but 
the account of its supernatural ori- 
gins was a fable.

Many groups are behind the 
study club movement. There are 
study clubs in many parishes, un- 
der the auspices of the Rosary So- 
cieties or Women’s Associations. 
The younger women have their 
clubs, too, and these are taken 
care of by alumnae associations 
and .by Legion of Mary groups. 

A prime mover in the field of 
study clubs is the National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Women which has 
branches in every state. This or- 
ganization has, for years, urged its 
members to join study clubs and to 
acquire more and more knowledge 
of subjects pertaining to their 
Church and country. Cultural and 
religious classes have been formed 
by the hundreds under the leader- 
ship of the NCCW. In recent years 
these women, alert to the inroads 
being made in America by Com- 
munism, began a series of study 


elub programs which took in many 
who ad never before been inter- 
ested in the movement but who 


certainly wanted to learn what 
they could about the No. 1 enemy 
of the Catholic Church. 

Study clubs -are sponsored by 
nationally influential organizations 
like the Catholic Daughters of 
America, the Daughters of Isa- 
bella, the Women’s Catholic Order 
of Forresters, the International 
Federation of Catholic Alumnae, to 
mention just a few. These na- 
tional organizations recognized the 
Communistic menace years ago, 
and began a concerted program of 
action to inform their members 
about it.

The method linking the work of 
probation officers of various courts 
with that of specially trained vol- 
untary social workers of the Le- 
Sour of Mary was described by the 
ustice as a well-nigh perfect or- 
ganization of its kind showing ex- 
cellent results. 


Recently, it was brought out, an 
American woman visitor closely 
associated with charitable work 
in her hometown, expressed herself 
as amazed at the ideal framework 
surrounding the treatment of chil- 


Dublin. As the system provides 
for the supplementary supervision 
of probationers by members of the 
Legion of Mary in conjunction 
with probation officers, it supplies 
the need of permanent personal 
and friendly contacts for them long 
after official links with the courts 
have been severed. 


Therein is the kernel of the 
success attending the system. Since 
probation officers cannot afford 
the time to keep in touch with 
“subjects” whose period of pro- 
bation has expired, many young 
people would again slip back into 
errant ways but for the loyal and 
valuable services rendered by vol- 
untary Legion visitors. 


Backed by the resources of the 
Legion organization, with its stress 
on spiritual welfare and personal 
contact, there is hope of a better 
permanent life for all who are 
within its scope of unlimited ser- 
vice. The organizing of special 
retreats for boys and girls on pro- 
bation, talks to parents and the 
provision of social clubs, recrea- 
tional centers, libraries and other 
facilities—al] these activities form 
part of the program which these 
“assistant probation officers” have 
set up. Still in its infancy, this 
system enjoys the practical and 
substantial support of the govern- 
ment.

Catholics began their missionary 
efforts in Japan long before the 
Protestant churches, the profes- 
sor of English said. But today, he 
added Protestant groups are far 
beyond the reach of the Catholic 
Church in the influence they wield 
through higher educational insti- 
tutions. Protestant groups oper- 
ate about 25 well-established uni- 
versities throughout Japan, Pro- 
fessor Ryan noted, while until a 
few years ago the Catholic 
Church had only one accredited 
university in the whole country, 
the Catholic University of Tokyo. 
This Jesuit institution is still the 
only Catholic school with post- 
graduate facilities. 

Since the end of the war three 
other Cathol® colleges have been 
given university status, Mr. Ryan 
said, but their facilities are. still 
very limited. Protestant universi- 
ties In Japan now have facilities 
for training tens of thousands of 
students annually, he said; the 
combined enrollment of all Catho- 
lic universities is less than 2,000. 

Professor Ryan explained the 
Protestant advantage over Catho- 
lies in the field of higher educa- 
tion by the fact that the former 
had much greater financial resour- 


ces available and pushed most of | €4
